GIANT BOMBING PLANE 
TESTED AT NORFOLK, VA. 


Six-and-a-Half-Ton Machine Car- 
ries Crew of Five and 2300 
Pounds of Bombs, 

By the Associated Press. 

NORFOLK, Va., June 20.— 
America’s “Flying Fortress” is un- 
dergoing varied tests here to deter- 
mine its value as a war weapon for 
America. The Flying Fortress is a 
Keystone LB-6 bombing airplane. 
weighing six and a half tons and 
capable of carrying 2200 pounds of 
bombs. 

The LB-6 is capable of a speed of 
more than 120 miles an hour when 
fully loaded and was built to make 
bombing raids at an altitude of 14,- 
600 feet. 
75 feet and is equipped with en- 
gines developing 1050 horsepower. 

For defensive and offensive pur- 
poses this latest type of bomber is 
armed with five machjne guns, has 
a complete radio equipment, flares 
for night landing and carries a 
crew of five men. 

The tests of the plane are made 
by the entire flying personnel of 
the second bombardment group of 
the army, stationed here. Each 
pilot is required to make a written 
report on the flying qualities of 
the plane, its speed, ease of contrct, 
rate of climb and the distance n-c- 
essary for a takeoff.

His reports 
stirred the utmost enthusiasm and 
optimism aboard the base ship 
Citta di Milano, which had stood 
by in Kings Bay day after day 
keeping in touch with the Nobile 
party by means of the radio. 

When the control cabin was torn 
loose from the Italia, the dirigible’s 
bag was carried off with seven men 
on it. These men had since disap- 
peared and no trace’ has been 
found of them. 

Of the nine men in the control 
cabin, Dr. Finn’ Malmgren, Swedish 
meteorologist, Capt. Alberto Mar- 
iano pilot, and Capt. Filippo Zapp, 
navigator, started for North Cape 
on foot in an effort to reach land 
and bring aid to their companions, 
They have since disappeared also. 

Nobile Injured. &. Crash. 

In the crash of the gondola, Gen. 
Nobile suffered injuries to his right 
arm and leg and Natale Ceccioni, 
motor chief, suffered a broken leg 
below the knee. Gen. Nvbile re- 
covered quickly, but Ceccioni is still 
incapaciated.

Prescriptions Assailed by 
Experts. 


Expert testimony on the ap- 
proved treatment of marcotic ad- 
dicts was presented by the Govern- 
ment today in Federal Court at the 
resumption of the trial of Dr. 
Thomas S. Manning on charges of 
violating the Harrison anti-narcot- 
ic act by issuing prescriptions to 
drug users, | 

Although several addict witneses 
had testified Manning-gave them 
prescriptions for as much as 20 
grains a day, Dr. C. H. McMahan, 
proprietor of a sanitarium at 3660 
Lindell boulevard, where drug ad- 
dicts are treated, declared on the 
stand that the most hardened tser 
of drugs never required more than 
10 grains a day. 

Superintendent Eugene Scharff 
of the city hospital and Dr. James 
Stewart, secretary of the State 
Board of Health, agreed with Dr. 
McMahan that drug addiction may 
be cured only with the patient un- 
der confinement and declared that 
the “tapering-off’” method, ad- 
vanced by Dr. Manning as his de- 
fense for issuing prescriptions, 
was absolutely ineffectual. 

One addict testified today that 
he got 25 grains of morphine every 
other day on prescriptions written 
by Dr. Manning, but added that ae 
used only six grains a day. 3 

Asked what he did with the sur- 
plus, he said, “Oh, I was storing 
that up. I knew sooner or later 
the doctor would get in bad.” In 
response to a question as to 
whether he still had any drugs ob- 
tained on prescriptions from Dr. 
Manning, he replied that he had 
used them all up. 

That the practices of Dr. Man- 
ning tended to spread the drug evil 
rather than effect cures of the per- 
sons for whom he wrote prescrip- 
tions was indicated by the testi- 
mony yesterday of several of his 
“patients.” 

One woman said she had visited 
Dr. Manning’s office regularly 
every other day for three months, 
obtaining from him on each visit 
a prescription for 25 grains of mor- 
phine, and had used six grains 
daily to “keep herself comfort- 
able.” 

“What did you do with the other 
13 grains you got every time you 
had a prescription filled?” Assist- 
ant District Attorney Hapke asked 
the witness. 

“I gave it to a woman «friend 
who lived in the same house with 
me,” the witness replied. “She 
was a married woman and we split 
the cost of the prescriptions and 
the drug.” The rvitness testified 
she paid Dr. Manning 32 for a 
prescription and that the drugs cost 


her from $3 to $3.50.

“The physical, social and eco- 
nomic efficiency of the group 
gains or losses with the efficiency 
or inefficiency of its members,” he 
said. ‘‘Publie health is as much 
a matter of social duty as public 
education.” 

Dr. Beard said that because 
leagues for the hard of hearing 
were engaged in public health 
work, the work should be a pub- 
lic charge. 

“It is theoretically a sound view 
that eventually the cost should be 
coverd by public taxation,”- he 
continued. “However, it will be 
a relatively long time before the 
people at large in our urban com- 
munities will be educated up to 
this conception of public duty.” 

He urged that organizations for 
the deaf become affiliated with 
Community Funds where they ex- 
isted, althcugh he noted that some 
opposition to community support 
came from within the organiza- 
tions themselves, its members fear- 
ing the imputation of charity. 

“In the dictionary of modern 
social serviee. there is no such 
word as charity,” he said. “The 
beneficiencies once weighted by 
that objectionable term are re- 
garded today as the means by 
which society seeks to level the 
too often'unbalanced seales of so- 
cial justice.”

N inflammation, an infection 

with bacteria, a burn or an 

escharosis ‘with acid will, of 
course, cause destruction of tissue, 
gnore or less widespread. The 
process of healing will not entirely 
replace this destroyed tissue. We 
have heretofore considered in- 
flammation in spots where the de- 
struction of some tissue will not be 
seriously felt by the wHfole organ- 
ism—in the skin, for example.
